B. Long, of Fayettev ille, anti was 
thirty-two years of age.

Pittsburg, Oct. 16.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw 
was the 
principal speaker at 
a Republican 
mass meeting here last night. 
Mr. 
Shaw- was receiv ed with much enthu­ 
siasm when he was presented and, 
true to his assertion, did not touch on 
state politics in his remarks. 
He 
gav e considerable attention to the 
trust question. He recited the history 
of the trust ev il, saying: 
“ The oppo­ 
sition is loud in its claim that the 
people hav e no relief from the dom­ 
ination of corporate capital except 
through the Democratic party. 
For­ 
tunately each of the great parties has 
a record on the subject” 
The speaker dev oted much time to 
a criticism of the Democratic party 
during the Clev eland administration, 
and of Mr. Clev eland in falling to rec­ 
ommend remedial legislation against 
the trust ev il. 
Of William J . Bryan, 
while discussing the trusts, Mr. Shaw 
said: 
“ It would require v olumes to con­ 
tain his utterances on the subject. 
The casual reader, howev er, would 
hav e little difficulty in determining 
from these utterances the political 
party to which the author belongs. 
In the main he is indefinite and in 
the aggregate extrav agant. 
Plainly 
does he tell the people that their only 
hope is in the party to which he be­ 
longs, and as plainly do« % he tell his 
party that its only hope is In him. He 
freeyl criticizes the Republican party 
for curbing, restraining and controll­ 
ing, and declares it would be his pol­ 
icy to annihilate and forev er destroy.” 
In concluding Mr. Shaw said: 
“ Not 
on the statute books is there an en­ 
actment. nor in the old files of either 
house of congress is there a bill of 
Democratic origin; not In the plat­ 
forms of the Democratic party Is 
there a formulated, feasible plan; not 
In an inaugural address or message 
of a Democratic president, nor in the 
letter of acceptance or subsequent 
speech of a Democratic candidate ac­ 
tual or piospectiv e, is there a sen­ 
tence indicating a settled party policy 
or a settled plan of procedure for the 
control or for the annihilation of com­ 
binations commonly called trusts.”

Sa ys Supt. Cotton in His Latest 


Bulletin 
Pupils 
Must be 


Taught to Earn a Liv ing 


Intelligent work in the future must 
take the place of wit and an abund­ 
ance of raw material of the past in 
this country, [according to Fassett A. 
Cotton, State Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction. 
In a bulletin, just 
issued to the teachers of the State. 
Mr. Cotton takes up the question of 
“ Twentieth 
Centnry 
Schools 
and 
Teachers,” showing that the problem 
of liv ing and of getting anywhere 
will be a more difficult problem in 
the years to come than in the past. 
The schools as they are today are 
not ready to meet this problem, a c­ 
cording to Mr. Cotton. 
“ Tho term is 
short, the pay is poor and[more often 
than not the school officials and the 
peoplo themselv es hav e v erv meagre 
notions of education and 
what 
it 
should be for the children. 
The peo­ 
ple wanCit practical, but they do not 
know what is most practical. 
Teach­ 
ers themselv es often do not know what 
it means to teach school. 
They hav e 
not studied the real problems of edu­ 
cation. 
They 
scarcely 
know their 
subjects, the mere tools of education, 
from the fact side and the problem of 
skillful presentation, and the larger 
one of making men and women they 
hav e not considered. 
Indeed in many 
instances they hav © nev er chosen to 
teach school; for them teaching is a 
makeshift till they find themselv es. 
And 
so it is ¡Kwsible for them to~go 
on year after year. 
In all those the 
fanlt does not lie in the teacher, but it 
is nev ertheless most certainly a gre 
v ious misfortune to the children.” 
Mr. Gotton« then takes up tho ques­ 
tion of the coming teacher, he who 
will hav e to teach boys and girls “ to 
earn a liv ing on closer margin than 
their ancestors did.” “ The day of 
blind teach ing[of„ f acts is gone,” con­ 
tinues Mr. Cotton. 
“ The teacher of 
the future must be going somewhere, 
and he must know where^he is going 
and the best[way to get there. 
In ru­ 
ral communities, where 
the 
masses 
liv e, the soil must be a large factor 
in school 
work. 
Longer terms for 
teachers, better 
salaries and better 
preparations must come together.” 
The bulletin then takes up these 
three 
points—longer 
terms, 
better 
salaries and better'preparation. 
First 
a sev en and then an eight months’ 
minimum term of school is demanded. 
“ With more practice and better work, 
eight months’ school would not be too 
much,” says the bulletin. 
In discussing the salary phase, Mr. 
Cotton says has the rninimnm should 
be $ <100. 
He adv ocates 
closing 
the 
smaller schools and. in effect giv ing 
some teachers more pupil* and more 
money for teaching them.
